Warns Farmers To 


Expect Decrease 


COLUMBUS, April 25 — (UP) — 
Ohio fanners can expect at least a 
SO per cent average drop in net cash 
operating Income this year unless 
they slash operating cost*, a faun 
management expert warned today.

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Housing Boom Is Nearly 
Over, New Survey Shows 


Housing hrn» now crowed the Une 
from a seller# ' to r buyers* market 
and "the headiest phase of the post­ 
war boom U over," according to a 
Itoll of the nation'# leading house­ 
builders by the Architectural Forum, 
a building magatin«. From now on, 
most builders agree, houses are apt 
to be cheaper and easier to buy. hut 
by the same token they will also be 
smaller and harder to finance. 
Despite mounting evidence that 
buyer resistance li increasing, few 
builders expect a slump in the in­ 
dustry and many are optimistic, 
Moat significant of all is the fact 
that the industry is 
retooling 
to 
meet the unsatisfied demand of low­ 
er» inoomc buyer», 
Nearly half of all reapondcnt# to 
the survey expert to 
build 
more 
houses in 104» than they put up in 
1048. and nearly three-quarters ex­ 
pect to bring the price tags on their 
new houses down below last year's 
levels. The $ 6,000 house asked for 
by Housing Administrator Raymond 
Foley still looked out of the question 
to 63 percent of the builders policd, 
but "a iti,SOO”$7,5(X) target seemed 
practical," 
The economy house is 
still in the future but builders are 
creeping up on it despite costs whtch 
make their operations anything but 
economical. 
One answer to the cost-cutting 
problem comes from the 62 percent 
of respondents who plan to shave 
the square frontages of their houses. 
Other answers add up to giving the 
homebuyer mote for his money with 
th | help of "better floor plans, more 
site préfabrication, closer super lis­ 
ten, competitive buying of mater­ 
ials and smaller profit margins." 
Mlny builders said material costs 
are coming down; that labor pro- 
dtrtlvlty la improving; and "the 
quality of materials and workman*

the war,”

The cost of all type« of construc­ 
tion has risen le*# in the period 
during and after World War II than 
in U»e comparable period of the 
first world war, Melvin H. Baker,

Anything fro m research to de­ 
termine ho w hard yo u can dro p a 
dish befo re it breaks to ho w hard 
yo u can paddle Junio r befo re 
tho 
back o f his pants gives o ut. 
In the dish-breaking department, 
scientists are bueting up pieces o f 
China to see ho w much kicking 
aro und dishes will take in restau­ 
rants and ho mes. They use a lit­ 
tle gadget th at dro ps an iro n ball 
o nto a plate o r cup until it finally 
cracks. 
Acro ss the ro o m is a thing that 
lo o ks like a mo dern washing m a­ 
chine. It's trying to find o ut ho w 
much washing a platter will take be­ 
fo re the design wears o ff. A G. R. 
Shelto n to ld me he had a salad 
plate made o f China which has 
wo rked "15 years" and still is go ing 
stro ng. 
He explained that 48 ho urs in the 
ho pped swish-sw’ish washer is equi­ 
valent to 15 years o f actual service. 
The technicians learn ho w lo ng 
a certain piece o f dinnerware will 
ho ld Its glass witho ut cracking. Also 
ho w much ho t water it will take. 
There are ugly lo o king knives in the 
labo rato ry which mechanically go 
o ver a plate and act like peo ple cut­ 


ting a hunk o f to ugh steak. That 
,'hcws ho w much knifing a dinnei 
plate o r a big china platter will take 
witho ut scratching. 
No w abo ut pants. The dignified 
N a t i o n a l Bureau o f Standards 
do esn't sto o p to using a mechani­ 
cal pudding machine. But It do e* 
have a new, rapid and sensitive lab- 
rato ry metho d fo r measuring the 
wear in textiles. 
The wo rk go ing o n is under the 
directio n o f Dr. Herbert F. Schiefer, 
a pleasant, gray-haired man. 
It's 
under the spo nso rship o f the quarter 
master general, department o f the 
Army. The Army, naturally, is mo re 
interested in making the seat o f a 
G I’s pants last lo nger than In pro ­ 
lo nging the life o f Junio r's britches. 
The seat o f the pants, incidentally, 
do es no t get all o f the attentio n. 
Teste are being made o n elbo ws and 
knees. 
Dr. Schiefer and his helpers use a 
little o blcng machine which lo o ks 
so mething like a table mo del tele­ 
visio n set witho ut a light. It gives 
the textiles a go o d rubbing and then 
science sets in and makes a step 
o f maps o f what ha« happened. 
No co nclusio ns have been dra? n 
.yet. But so m^ day the bureau will 
be able to advise 
manufacturers 
what weave o f clo th is best fo r what 
wear, be it fo r a small bo y o n his 
knees playing marbles o r a so ldier 


crawling thro ugh a barbed wire en­ 
tanglement. 
The machines themselves are in­ 
teresting. Yo u can step them up to 
im itate w'hat happens when a kid 
hits a nail head go ing do wn a slide. 
Or clo w them do wn to learn ho w 
well a vice president’s pants will 
stand 45 wiggles o n his chair under 
200 po unds o f pressure during a 
five-ho ur day.
